Threats Shut Yemen Embassies 


U.S., U.K. lock down 
offices on fears of an 
attack by al-Qaeda 

Washington 

The United States and Britain shut 
down their embassies in Yemen 
on Sunday citing potential but 
unspecified threats from the al- 
Qaeda branch linked to the plot 
to bomb an American airliner on 
Christmas Day. 

The closings came as both 
nations signaled they would play 
a more active role in combating 
terrorism and Islamic radicaliza- 
tion in Yemen. The United States 
announced it would dramatically 
step up aid, more than doubling 
its counterterrorism assistance to 
Yemen this year. 

The embassy shutdowns were 
the latest indication of a growing 
confrontation between Western 
powers and the once little-known 
al-Qaeda in Arabian Peninsula, 
who claimed responsibility for 
training Umar Farouk Abdul- 
mutallab, the Nigerian who tried 
to blow up a Detroit-bound North-

TSA Orders

Washington 

Passengers flying into the United 
States from Nigeria, Yemen and 
other “countries of interest” will 
be subject to enhanced screening 
techniques, such as body scans 
and pat-downs, the Transpor- 
tation Security Administration 
announced Sunday. 

Starting Monday, all passengers 
on U.S.-bound international flights 
will be subject to random screen- 
ing. In addition, anyone traveling 
from or though nations regarded 
as state sponsors of terrorism — as 
well as “other countries of interest” 
— will be required to go through 
enhanced screening. The TSA said 
those techniques include full-body 
pat-downs, carry-on bag searches, 
full-body scanning and explosive 
detection technology. 

The State Department lists 
Cuba, Iran, Sudan and Syria as 
state sponsors of terrorism. The 
“other countries” whose passen- 
gers will face enhanced screen- 
ing include Nigeria, Yemen and 
Pakistan. 

The new rules come on the heels 
of an alleged attempt to blow up 
a Northwest flight to Detroit on 
Christmas Day. (ap)

A secretive motel guest in the 
Florida Keys checked in under a 
fake name, paid in cash, stock- 
piled canned food and insisted on 
cleaning his own room. He even 
covered his car — all an attempt, 
authorities said, to elude police 
after he was accused of gunning 
down four relatives at Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner. 

But Paul Merhige’s cover was 
blown when the motel owners rec- 
ognized him in a preview for the 
television show “America’s Most 
Wanted” on Saturday night. 

Melinda Pfaff said she and her 
husband, Paul, rarely saw Mer- 


hige during his four-week stay at 
their Edgewater Lodge on Long 
Key. He had checked in Dec. 2, a 
few days after the 
shootings, using 
the name “John 
Baca.” 

Merhige was 
booked early Sun- 
day at the Palm 
Beach Countyjail 
without bond on 
four charges of murder. He was 
accused of gunning down his twin 
sisters, a 79 -year-old aunt and a 
6 -year-old cousin at a home where 
16 relatives had gathered for the 
holiday in Jupiter, Fla. 

Merhige’s arrest late Saturday 
ended a monthlong manhunt.

Bombs Kill Six in NW Pakistan 



Anti-Taliban citizens, 
officials targeted in 
new wave of attacks 

Parachinar, Pakistan 

Roadside bombs struck two vehi- 
cles in Pakistan’s volatile northwest 
Sunday, killing a former irrigation 
minister and three others in one 
attack and two anti-Taliban trib- 
al elders in the other. 

Public officials and private citi- 
zens combatting the growing Tal- 
iban-led insurgency in Pakistan 
have been frequent targets in a 
wave of violence that has killed 
more than 600 people in the past 
two-and-a-half months. 

A single attack two days earli- 
er killed nearly 100 people when a 
suicide car bomber struck a volley- 
ball game near a meeting of tribes- 
men who supervise an anti-Tali- 
ban militia near Pakistan’s South 
Waziristan tribal area. 

The Pakistani army invaded 
South Waziristan in mid- October 
in an attempt to neutralize the

Two police officers were 
wounded in the attack, he said.

Dubai, UAE 

Dubai is set to open the world’s 
tallest building amid tight secu- 
rity on Monday, celebrating the 
tower as a bold feat on the world 
stage despite the city state’s shaky 
financial footing. 

But the final height of the Burj 
Dubai — Arabic for Dubai Tower — 
remained a closely guarded secret 
on the eve of its opening. At more 
than 2,625 feet, it long ago van- 
quished its nearest rival, the Tai- 
pei 101 in Taiwan. 

The Burj’s record-seeking 


developers didn’t stop there. The 
building boasts the most stories 
and highest occupied floor of any 
building in the world, and ranks as 
the world’s tallest structure, beat- 
ing out a television mast in North 
Dakota. Its observation deck — on 
floor 124 — also sets a record. 

“We weren’t sure how high we 
could go,” said Bill Baker, the build- 
ing’s structural engineer. “It was 
kind of an exploration. ...

Dubai’s ruler will open the 
tapering metal-and-glass spire 
with a fireworks display Monday 
evening. More than 1,000 security

Not So 
Funny 

With the Wizards mired 
in a miserable season, their 
$111M point guard may have 
become too much of a liability 


“That’s a wrap. The Washington Wizards as we've 
known them the last five years are over and done, if Ted 
Leonsis was wondering whether he wanted to completely 
blow up this team — oops, maybe i shouldn’t have put it like 
that— this latest news about Gilbert Arenas and guns in the 
team locker room should make his decision very easy.”

All of a sudden, nobody’s laughing. 

Gilbert Arenas, the Washing- 
ton Wizards’ $111 million point 
guard and self-described “jokester,” 
acknowledged Saturday that he 
used “bad judgment” in bring- 
ing guns into the Wizards’ locker 
room. He also denied that he gam- 
bles and said there are misconcep- 
tions in the various stories about 
a dispute between him and team- 
mate Javaris Crittenton. 

As for the rest, he said he’ll tell 
it to authorities on Monday. 

Arenas spoke following the Wiz- 
ards’ 97-86 loss to the San Anto- 
nio Spurs on Saturday night. His 
remarks came after two days of 
reports about the investigation 
into the guns he kept at Verizon 
Center — and about an hour after 
the family of late Wizards owner 
Abe Pollin said it was “extremely 
poor judgment” that the guns were 
there in the first place. 

Exactly what happened between 
Arenas and Crittenton remains 
unclear, but two officials within the 
league who have been briefed on 
the investigation told The Associ- 
ated Press that it involves a dispute 
over card-playing gambling debts 
and a heated discussion in the lock- 


er room. Neither official was told 
of Arenas and Crittenton drawing 
guns on each other — as the New 
York Post has reported. 

Asked about guns being drawn. 
Arenas said: “I can’t speak on 
that. But if you know me, you’ve 
been here. I’ve never did anjThing 
[involving] violence. AnjThing I do 
is funny — well, it’s funny to me.” 

But it’s not so funny to a team 
whose name was changed from the 
Bullets in the 1990s because Pol- 
lin objected to its violent connota- 
tions. Nor is it funny to fans, who 
thought Arenas’ return from two 
years’ worth of knee injuries would 
propel the team back to the playoffs. 

The Wizards said on Christmas 
Eve that Arenas stored unloaded 
firearms in a locked container in 
his locker. Arenas said he want- 
ed them out of the house after the 
birth of his latest child. 


One of the officials who spoke 
to the AP said the dispute between 
Arenas and Crittenton began dur- 
ing a card game on the team’s 
flight home from the West Coast on 
Dec. 19, and the two players con- 
tinued their dispute in the locker 
room when the team reconvened 
to practice on Dec. 21. 

Sources told The Washington 
Post that Arenas placed three guns 
on a chair next to Crittenton with a 


note that read, “Pick one.” Arenas, 
sources said, intended it as a joke. 
But Crittenton grew enraged and 
tossed one of the guns across the 
room, saying that he had his own 
gun, according to a person in the 
locker room at the time. 

Arenas said he’s “not nervous 
at all” about the possible outcome 
of the investigation, but the impli- 
cations are serious. 

What began with the NBA look- 


ing into a possible violation of its 
own rules has turned into a mat- 
ter involving the U.S. Attorney’s 
Office and D.C. police. The legal 
system, the league and the Wiz- 
ards could take action if the alle- 
gations prove true. 

D.C. has some of the strictest gun 
laws in the nation, and the NBA’s 
collective bargaining agreement 
prohibits players from possessing 
firearms at league facilities. 

Depending on the findings, the 
Wizards could invoke the morals 
clause found in standard NBA play- 
er contracts and seek to void the rest 
of Arenas’ six-year deal. That option 
might be tempting because the Wiz- 
ards (10-21) have yet to get much of 
a return on their investment. 

Arenas played Saturday despite 
a sore left knee. He finished with 23 
points and eight assists as the Wiz- 
ards lost their fourth in a row. (ap)

Generally speaking, a score 
below 620 is considered poor; 620- 
659 is fair; 660-749 is good, and 
750-850 is excellent. It costs $15.95 
to get your score at MyFico.com.

What You Can Do Now 

One of the fastest ways to improve 
your score is to pay down your bal- 
ances. How much of a lift you’ll get 
will depend on your credit profile. 
But paying off all balances could 
push someone in the 650-range into 
the 700 -range, said Craig Watts, a 
spokesman for FICO, which formu- 
lates a widely used credit score. 

Another way to have a short- 
term impact on your score is to 


make payments on time. If you’ve 
been chronically late, paying all 
your bills on time for just one month 
could boost your score by as much 
as 20 points.

Once you pay down your debt, 
improving your score becomes a 
game of long-term vigilance.

can take years to recover from.

Michael Cera read C.D. Payne’s 
witty coming-of-age novel, “Youth 
In Revolt: The Journals of Nick 
Twisp,” when he was 16. 

Cera was enthralled with the 
book’s 14-year-old protagonist and 
identified easily with the struggles 
growing up can produce.
